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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior teaches or suggests a method of forming a capacitor including forming a lower 
electrode, forming a first insulating film by an ALD process using a metal-containing 
organic compound having one metal and an oxidizing agent to form a first metal oxide 
film on the lower electrode, treating the first metal oxide with a heat treatment in an 
oxidizing ambient to remove residual carbon resulting in the formation of the first 
insulating film, forming a second insulting film by an ALD process using a metal- 
containing compound having a metal different than the first and an oxidizing agent to 
form a second insulating film on the first insulating film and forming an upper electrode 
on the structure, also the two insulating films may be made in reverse order.
